Exciting Affair in Toronto Involving 


Double Murder and Suicide 


Toronto, Feb. 1y.—Perhaps 
hiost sensational crime dn the annals 
of ‘foronto, was committed, when fol- 
lowing the murder of his wife and 
morvher-in-law at their home, 27 délliot 
street, William AVithers, alias Tfanni- 
gan, all colared people, lveld a chouse 
with three revolvors against fifty pol- 
jee and detectives, committing suicide 
before he was taken. 

During whe fight, awhich assumed 
proportions of, a pitched battle, Po- 
liceman (Morris was shot as he went 
unarmed into the house, Later mem- 
bers of the force were summoned and 
revolvers brought. ‘More than 200 
shots were fired and dusk falling sbe- 
fore suicide ended the tragedy. 

The dead women are Mrs. Withers, 
also known as Mrs. Martha Washing- 
ton, aged 28 years, and her mother, 
Mrs. Thomas Davis. ‘he policemen 
started upstairs when ‘Withers appear- 
ed at the head of the stairs and opened 
fire, wounding Morvris in the knee, ‘The 
other tivo fled, supporting comrade, 
who is now in the hospital His 
wound is not dangerous. vA small 
army ‘of policemen and city dexectives 
with 150 rounds of ammunition ‘hur- 
ried to the scene. Detective Twigg 
and Guthrie entened, ‘hwigg taking the 
back and Guthrie the front stairs. The 
negro opened fire and they retunnicl 
the fusilade. ‘They finally withdrew, 
Meanwhile the police had battered in 
the front door with a post and called 
on Withers to sunrender. He replied 
by a shower of bullets, one grazing 
oliceman Hoag’s face. 

The batth was meanwhile at dts 
ducight, Withers exchanging shots with 
Duncan and five deteotivies, who were 
onthe first floor hall irec¢iving and ire- 
turning his fire down the stairs, and 
Detectives called 
upon him to sunrender. He called, 
“T'n coming”; detectives’then ‘heard a 
shot followed by a cthud, and 
groan. Detectives Guthrie and Mur- 
ray rushed up and found him: with a 
pist&in his right hand and lying von 
the floor. It was a heavy Iver-John- 
son 38 calibre fully loaded, with one 
shot fired. Another similar gun fully 
loaded was found in his coat. At the 
morgue where all the bodies wane tak- 
en, another revolver of smaller calibre, 
was found. Withers shot shimself 
through the back of his head.) Hie was 
breathing when taken, but soon ex- 
pired.

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The Pastor of McDougall Church 
Succumbs After a Lingering 
Ilness 


| TRIBUTES TO HIS MEMORY 


During the Three Years of His Pastorate 
Congregation has Grown in Member- 
ship and Adherents—Funeral 

\ on Thursday 


McDougall Methodist Church is be- 
reft of a much-loved pastor in the death’ 
at the parsonage this morning of Rey. 
Edson “’, Marshall, For the’ past year 
the lite pastor ‘has been in ill-health, bist 
after his return last August from a 
leave of absence at the coast he seemed 
better and more than ever fitted for his } 
work. During the past few weeks he 
had*been slowly declining but died just 
when his physicians. thought ‘him 
through the crisis and on the way to 
recovery, 

The late, Mr. Marshall took charge 
of tthe pastorate of, McDougall Meth- 
odist Church in July of 1907, coming 
from Ingersoll, Ont, During this per- 
iod the church has grown extensively 
both in membership and adherents. The 
congregation thas seen the old church 
partly removed and enlarged and tthe 
new church planned and to some ex- 
tent constructed under the pastorate-of 
Mr. Marshall. In August of last year 
the assistance of .Rev. Dr. Hunter, 
e of the late pastor, was 


secured and the venerable preacher is 
still, shouldering the burden of work 
to be done. 
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The. Late Mr. Marshall 


Rev. Dr. Riddell, principal of Alberta 
College, in speaking to The Capital 
of the deceased, whom he knew so 
well, said: As a preacher Mr. Marshall 
was peculiar for his simplicity, carnest- 
ness and directness of appeal. Tis 
chief strength lay in the personal touch 
which he had with his congregation. He 
was distinctly and pre-eminently a pas- 
tor in that few men had as strong a 
grip on the members of his congrega- 
tion as had Mr, Marshall, His work 
in McDougall Church will be; remem- 
bered more than anything else. by the 
silent and unseen influence he exerted 
over all with whom he came in con- 
tact. 


Mr. Marshall secured his education 
by attendanse at Alberta College and 
Victoria University. While at Victoria 
he won the Michael Faweett prize of 
$50 for oratory and graduated in 1894 
taking ‘high honors in political science. 
In June of that same year he was or- 
dained and married a daughter Vv. 
W. J: Hunter, D.D. His charges Ave 
been Canboro, Port Colborne, Dundas 
street church, Woodstock, and -King 
street church, Ingersoll.

| WAS RED BIRD 


MURDERED ? 


Two Indians Charged with Slaying 
a Fellow Indian at Lac la 


Biche | 
SUPREME COURT ASSIZES 


Several Indians and Officers of the Mounted 
Police Appear as Witnesses 


What promises to be a trial of more 
than ordinary interest opened up be- 
fore Mr. Justice Harvey in the Su- 
preme Court this morning, when two 
brothers, Peter and Alex, Gladu, In- 
dians, were charged with murdering 
another Indian, Red Bird by name. 

The scene of the alleged murder is 
about 150 miles northeast of Idmon- 
ton on the southeast shore of Lac La 
Biche, at the point nearest Beaver 
Lake. af 

The evidence as it will be adduced 
by I. B. Cogswell, crowa prosecutor, 
will endeavor to substantiate the fol- 
lowing circumstances: 

About the 80th of August, last sum- 
mer, some of the boats of the Hudson's 
Bay Company arrived at the trading 
post on Lac La. Biche. Alex. Gladu, 
one of the prisoners, and Red Bird, the 
dead man, were both boatmen, Veter 
Gladu- went down the Jake a short 
distance to meet the incoming boats. 
After landing, the three men apparently 
left for the Indian camp, Red Bird and 
one of the brothers being on horse-back 
and the ‘third Indian walking. They 
were seen leaving in the evening. No 
one saw them again until next morning 
when the two brothers turned up at 
daylight, had breakfast at an Indian 
camp, and went on Red Bird «had 
not since been seen alive. 


Suspicions Aroused. 

It is only a distance of about seven 
thiles from Lac la Biche to ithe Indian 
camp. The camp of the Gladu brothers 
is near that of Joseph, the father of 
Red Bird. The brothers told Joseplf 
that his son had left them where the 
trail forked, saying he Was going to 
go by the lake, while they kept straight 
on. 

A search was made and an upturned 
canoe was found on the shore of tthe 
lake. Eight days later the body of 
Red Bird was found near where the 
canoe had been discovered, 

The crown here announced that a 
doctor from a place near Lac La Biche 
had been summoned by the priest there, 
who had had suspicions of foul play. 
The doctor had exhumed the body 
and stated positively that Red Bird was 
dead before the body had been placed 
in the water, and that there was no 
possible chance that he had 
drowned. 

On this evidence the Mounted Police 
had. made a searching investigation 
with the result that the Gladu brothers 
were arrested on the charge of mur- 
der.

Geo, P. Smith, in moving the reply 
to the speech from the throne, made a 
pleasing reference to the regime of the 
first representatives* of royalty in’ this 
province and to the legislature which 
has been cailed together for the first 
time since the reccrd>.and -policy ’ of 
the government were “submitted to the 
approval of the electors.
